Atthoagh th* ararmse annaal pro- 
duction of tobMOO in the Vnlted 
States reaches nearly l.ooo.utio.ooo 
pounds, for which the farmer re- 
ceives about $1 UU.UOU, OlMl, the net, 
profit to the farmer Is much smaller 
than It should be. Among the prin- 
cipal cavMa tor tmall prottts from 
suck as mportaat erop arc fallnrM 
to follow sound cultural methods, 
use of unadapted varieties or 
Htraliis. damage by Inserts and dis- 
eases, and Iniperlect knowledKe of 
the principles that apply to the pro- 
V^i^es of curUiK, fermenting and 
>4H!Ulnc the leaf. To remedy these 
condltleaa tha Department of Agrl- 
culture in 1898 began to Investigate 
the Improvement of tobacco produc- 
tion. 

Cultured Methods The early 
work of the Department with tohac- 
co was confined almost entirely to 
the cigar types, but since 1906 in- 
vaatlgattoas have baen In progress 
In ike manntaetnring ' and export 
districts. - In- most of -these districts 
the average yield hag been much 
leiB than could be obtained l)y hot- 
ter culture niplhods. In the Con- 
n^tlcut Valley, where the soils are 
maintained in a high state of fertil- 
ity, ylolda of t.OOO pounds and over 
to tbt aera are eommoa, while on 
similar soils in many of the manu- 
facturing and export distrletg the 
average yield Is scarcely one-third 
of what it should be. One of the 
Improper culture methods to which 
this lack of yield tsTargely due Is 
growing tobacco on tk* game land 
year aftar year Instead of practic- 
ing rotation of crops. The work of 
the Department along this line has 
bfkn to correit this one-crop sys- 
tem of farming, whereby the fertU- 
'ity of the soil is exhausted. These 
efforts have succeeded so well that 
the production in Maryland, Vir- 
ginia an4 Nortk Carolina baa great- 
ly Increased, and tke Virginia Leg- 
litature has made an annual ap- 
propriation of .'(,000 In support of 
this worlc.

shade, and in 1911 over 2.000 acres 
of such tobacco, worth 12,000,000, 
were grown under shade in the 
Connecticut Valley. The Cuta^in 
bulk' method of fermenting has 
bean snseessfnlly Intrednced Into 
Northern cigar-tobaceo districts, 
resulting in a more uniform and 
better product. Substanial Im- 
provements in the methods of cur- 
ing are now being Introduced, no- 
tably in the use of srtlflclal heat In 
curing cigar tobaccos, tkns elimi- 
nating tke loss from pole sweat, 
whiek Is estimated to have caused 
losseb In some years amounting to 
$1,000,000 In the Connecticut Val- 
ley alone. Poor burning quality In 
ciKar tobaccos reiiderH them of lit- 
tle value. This subject has been 
tborouKhly investigated and the 
principal influencing factors have 
beeii worked oat A^ somewhat 
unique feature of the laboratory 
methods was the development of 
the department new automatic ci- 
gar smoker, a device for smoking 
or burning under uiiirorin and con- 
trolled conditions a large number 
of cigars used In the tests. This 
device has eliminated tke necessity 
of tke actual smoking of cigars by 
tkoss conducting the tests, except 
for the flnal test for aroma. The 
necessity for such a devlc e can oaly 
be appreciated by those who have 
been called on to try smoking a few- 
hundred cigars made from raw to- 
bacco in the effort to And theX>ne 
gootf plant needed as tke founda- 
tion for developing a type satisfac- 
tory to tks exacting eonsnnor. 

Insects and Diseases — Satisfacto- 
ry methods have been devised for 
controlling most of the Important j 
Insects that attaclr tobacco, partlc- 1 
ularly those damaging the crop dur- 
ing the growing period. Tobacco 
is also snbjsct to a nnmber of de- 
stmetlvs maladies, suck as tks Mos- 
aic dlsSase, which occurs through- 
out the world, and the root-rot, a 
disease partlcvilarly troublesome In 
the Connecticut Valley. In 1906 
the department perfected a soii- 
sterllislng device, which has been 
uaad vsry snecsssfnlly wkerever 
Voot-rot Is prsvalant.

— Tks kides 
of Theodore "Roosevelt and William 
Flinn, the Progressive leader In 

Pennsylvania, weie hung up to dr; 
In the Cnitcd States Senate lo-da" 
after Holes I'enrose, .Senator from 
Pennsylvania, had tlnlshed << mag- 
nificent Job of skinning the worth- 
ies. Mr. Penross aross to anawer 
charges puMlsksd rsesatly In 
Hearst's Magaslne concerning a 
correspondence that passed between 
Penrose and .lohn 1). Archbold, vice 
president of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, in l!iii4, and (onceinln^ :i 
check for |2ri,00Q revealed to have 
been sent Penross by Arekbold. 

Senator Penrose took the atti- 
tude that this correspondence, hav- 
ing been for tlve years in the hands 
of William Randolph Hearst, and 
having only recently seen tin' light 
of day, waa used to benefit his ene- 
mies In Pannsylvania — Fllnn and 
Roosevelt. Accordingly he address- 
ed himself to wkat tkose distin- 
guished members of tke Progressive 
party were doing in 1904, and made 
the follow ing statements, backed UP 
with sundry documents: 
Fllnn offered Penrose |2,ooo.- 

000 for i> United States Senatorship 
from Pennsvlvanla In 180t. The 
$IS,000 from Arekbold was a part 
of a contribution of |1S5,000 made 
to the Roosovalt eaanpatgn land In 
i;hi4. 

Cornelius N. Bliss, then treasurer 
of the Republican National Commit- 
tee, inslated that Archbold give the 
campaign 91ftO,000 mors, saying 
that Preefdent Roosevelt and Cbalr- 
man Cortelyou apprselatsd the 
$i2.'>,oo(i f>^om the Standard Oil. 
nnd would greatly apprsclata tke 

other *l')ii,000. 

Flinn. a few months aftev the 
published correspondence b^ttveen 
Penroee and Archcbold ocfiirred. 
wired Archbold and reeelvrd a re- 
ply In cipher code, tke subject being 
Fllnn's hope that Archbold would 
enllsf the suiMiort of Penrose and 
make Fli:iii the Seii.-ih.r 'I'lie 
0(1(1, IMHP offer had previously been 
declined by Penrose. 

Senator Penrose did not discuss 
why, as shown by tks publlsatlon in 
Hearst's Msgasins, Arekbold was 
furnished with the report of the 

1 904 Industrial Commission before 
that was transmitted to Congress, 
tint mule no atte-np' '<> <i>nieal 
the tact that he and the Standard 
Oil group are and have always been 
on exceedingly Intimate termf. 
What ke set out to skow, and con- 
clusively skowed, was that If his 
Intimacy with and solicitude for 
'.■Standard Oil is reprelietisihie. the 
conduct of Fll'in and Ro()flevelt is 
both rf preh"- s''.le n '.i ■■■--ir • 
cal. As regards the latter trait, no 
one ever discovered It In Penrose. 
The story he told tonlay was a sor- 
did account of kow tks great lllsgal 
corporations have been ..electing Re- 
publican Presidents, and how such 
Presidents as Roo.sevelt have solic- 
ited their cnnijiaign ( ontrihutlons. 
Senator Penrose laid everything 
wide open in the interest of show- 
ing wkat sort of men are Roosevelt 
and Fllnn, wko kalled their recent 
triumph over Penross In Pennsyl- 
vania as tke victory of Mlskasl over 
Lucifer. 

After hearing his story. Demo- 
cratic ri'r'i'ors a^o coiivliice'l that 
the voters of Pennsylvan^ will this 
fall revolt alike against the open 
corporation tnackine, franklv cl|ilm- 
ed bv Penrose, and the masked cor- 
poration machine, denied bv Roose- 
velt and Fllnn. ai"1 give Woodrow 
"^'lison the electoral vote of tha* 
rreat Republican State.

That the Democrats fully realize
